On June 6, 1967, MI T-ll advised as follows: 

FRANK PETER BALISTRIERI is the present 
boss of the Milwaukee. LCN* 

On July 25, 1967, MI T-4 reported the 

following: 

Th'is source said that four weeks ago, he 
could not be more specific as to the date, there was * 
a top echelon "Outfit" (LCN) meeting in New York City 
according to rumors that this informant had heard in 
Milwaukee. Because this was entirely rumor, the informant 
could not vouch for the reliability of this information. 
The "Outfit" meeting was allegedly held on the top floor 
of a New York City hotel and was allegedly attended by 
FRANK BALISTRIERI, Milwaukee family boss, and FELIX 
"MILWAUKEE PHIL" ALDERISIO, a ranking member of the 
Chicago, Illinois, LCN family, along with other unidenti¬ 
fied individuals. 


SYNDICATE OR MOB OPERATIONS 


The "Chicago Sun-Times," a Chicago, Illinois, 
daily newspaper, carried an article in its June 11, 1967, 
edition captioned "U*S, Agents Launch Cleanup of Midwest 
Mob." 
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This article referred to leaders of under¬ 
world operations throughout the Midwest as M a satellite” 
area outside of Chicago, Illinois. The article named 
these so-called underworld leaders in Des Moines, Iowa; 
Indiana; Kansas City, Missouri; East St. Louis, Illinois; 
and Wisconsin, particularly the Milwaukee area. 

Regarding Wisconsin, this article noted that 
FRANK (FRANK BELL) BALISTRIERI, age 49, is considered 
the king of rackets in the Milwaukee area presiding over 
a string of gambling, vice, and strip-tease joints from 
his headquarters in one of his night spots. The article 
identified BALISTRIERI *s underworld "sponsor” as Chicago 
hoodlum FELIX "MILWAUKEE PHIL" ALDERISIO', who has made 
frequent trips to Milwaukee. The article reported that 
BALISTRIERI has many links with the top level of the 
Chicago syndicate since assuming control of Milwaukee 
rackets. 


Regarding the above article, MI T-3 reported 
on June 14, 1967, that he had heard that FRANK BALISTRIERI 
was highly incensed upon reading the above article about 
himself and expressed a desire to sue the newspaper. 


GAMBLING INTERESTS 

On July 25, 1967, MI T-4 reported the following: 

Currently there are conflicting stores circulating 
among the gamblers in Milwaukee, regarding "The Office", 
a principal gambling interest of FRANK BALISTRIERI,,Milwaukee 
"Outfit" boss. This business is usually operated by ANTONIO 
CEFALU also known as SHERIFF CEFALU. One story is that 
the office,!' a gambling book headquarters,^ owes money and 
the other story is that it is ahead financially and is 
promptly paying off winners. 

Major bookies in the Milwaukee, Wisconsin, area who 
are in the fold of FRANK BALISTRIERI’s gambling interests 
and pay him indirectly for odds information or for the 
privilege of booking are the following: 
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ANTONIO CEFALU, who actually is employed by 
FRANK PETER BALISTRIERI handling the office; 

TONY PETROLLE and TOM MACHI who are brothers; 

FRANK SANSONE, also known as HOGAN; 


STEVE DE SALVO, who works for BALISTRIERI 
as overseer: of BALISTRIERIte various gambling 
interests. 


NIGHT CLUB OPERATIONS 


On July 6, 1967, MI T-l advised as follows; 

FRANK BALISTRIERI was out of town for about one 
week during the period about two weeks before the Fourth 
of July, (As set out elsewhere in this report, another 
source reported that FRANK BALISTRIERI was rumored to have 
been in New York City at about this time, allegedly 
attending an LCN meeting.) 

Regarding BALISTRIERI*s night club operations, 

MI T-l advised the following; 

"The Scene” located in the old Antlers Hotel 
has experienced a 3© to 40 percent decline in business, 
and this piece is deteriorating. "The Scene” now caters 
to Negro clientele and noon lunches are no longer being 
served there; and this luncheon business has been transferred 
to BALISTRIERI’s club on West Wells, known as the ”Ad Lib.” 

The ”Ad Lib" is probably doing about a break¬ 
even business as of this time. 

"Gallaghers” is experiencing increased business 
and profit. 
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"The Downtowner” a cheap strip-tease joint 
continues to make money. 

”Le Bistro” will probably close because of a 
downtown Milwaukee re-development project which encompasses 
the site of this night club. If this club is closed 
BALISTRIERI may trjr to line up a new spot, so he can 
transfer the Milwaukee City Licenses now covering ”le 
Bistro.” 


FRANK STELLOH, local ex-con, hoodlum, and 
strong arm man, continues to be employed in the capacity 
of supervisor of the maintenance crew and custodial 
forces at BALISTRIERI’s five Milwaukee night clubs. 

STEVE DE SALVO usually appears at the ”AB 
Lib” at night. DE SALVO has no active interest in the 
night club operations and hs previously mentioned, he 
handles the gambling interests of FRANK BALISTRIERI.

MISCELLEANOUS 

On June 13, 1967, MI T-12 advised as 

follows. 


This informant learned from another ex-con 
that as far as any vice and rackets are concerned in 
Milwaukee’s Sixth Ward, nothing goes on without LEROY 
BELL’S okay. BELL is well known in Negro vice circles in 
Milwaukee. According to the informant’s source, LEROY 
BELL is known to FRANK BALISTRIERI and frequents the 
latter’s downtown Milwaukee night clubs. 

On July 11, 1967, MI T-3 reported that FRANK 
BALISTRIERI, Milwaukee LCN Boss, reportedly went to 
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Madison, Wisconsin, with his family on July 9, 1967, to attend 
a performance by FRANK SINATRA, who was appearing there 
at that time* BALISTRIERI is personally acquainted with 
FRANK SINATRA, the latter having made appearances in 
Milwaukee in the past.

Balistrieri, a 49-year-old native of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, is reported by many reliable sources to be the 
leader of the La Cosa Nostra family, an Italian underworld 
group in the Milwaukee area. As such, he controls all 
racketeering In the area which includes bookmaking and Other 
types of gambling, hijacking and various other local crimes 
including alleged gangland slayings and other violence. 

He is married to the daughter of John Alioto, a former 
leader of the Milwaukee underworld element. It has been report¬ 
ed that Balistrieri acted as Allots*s lieutenant in underworld 
matters until 1962 when Balistrieri was made chief of the 
La Cosa Nostra in the Milwaukee area. 

According to informed reports, Balistrieri is 
Intimately connected with the underworld Organization in 
Chicago, Illinois, which, until the recent past, was headed 
by Sam Giancana, a member of the notorious underworld commission, 
Balistrieri is said to exercise his position of dominance in 
the Milwaukee underworld with the direct sanction and approval 
of the Chicago underworld group. Felix Alderisio, a notorious 
lieutenant of Giancana and other Chicago underworld figures, 
has been identified as the individual acting in a liaison 
capacity between the Chicago underworld group and Balistrieri. 

In addition, Balistrieri has been reported to be 
closely allied with the Italian underworld organization in 
Kansas City, Missouri, and several members of the organized 
crime group from that City have been identified as active 
participants in underworld activities in Milwaukee under the 
auspices of Balistrieri.

Balistrieri has been engaged in the tavern and night 
club business since the early 1940*s following his withdrawal 
from Marquette haw School in the first part of 1939. He 
currently is reported to have actual control of the following 
Milwaukee night clubs and cocktail lounges:

he Bistro A-GO-Go, 821 North 3rd Street 

The Downtowner Cocktail Lounge, 340 West Wells Street

A source has reported that in addition, he possesses 
an interest in the Continental Music Company, Sam Dentice Music 
Company and Spero Amusement Company in the Milwaukee area, all 
of which enterprises operate coin amusement machines. 

Associates of Balistrieri include Bustiano Veto 
Balestrere, a member of the Kansas City underworld hierarchy, 
who has been reported as the personal muscle man for Balistrieri; 
August Joseph Maniac!, member of the Milwaukee Italian criminal 
element, who is active in bookmaking, hijacking and many violence 
escapades; John Charles Rizzo, a criminal figure who reportedly 
controls gambling operations in Kenosha, Wisconsin,for the Balis¬ 
trieri group, and Steve John DeSalvo, muscle man and gambling 
operator of Kenosha, Wisconsin. 

In addition, Balistrieri is reported to maintain 
racket connections with his father-in-law, John Alioto, who is 
reputed to have been under the control of Anthony Accardo, 
former member of the underworld commission and boss of the Chicago 
underworld group.

This tavern license is in the name of ANGELO

Details: At Milwaukee, Wisconsin 

On June 18, 1968 U. S. Attorney JAMES B. BRENNAN, Eastern 
District of Wisconsin, was contacted by SA DANIEL E. 
BRANDT regarding the status of FRANK BALISTRIERI’s appeal 
of his recent Federal income tax conviction. Mr. BRENNAN 
advised that BALISTRIERI*s attorneys filed their brief 
of appeal in U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, Chicago, 
Illinois on April 2, 1968. The Government was given 
until July 2, 1968 to file its answering brief. On 
July 9, 1968 Mr. BRENNAN advised that the Court of 
Appeals granted the Government an extention until 
July 16, 1968 to file its answering brief. 



This document contains neither recommendations nor conclusions of the FBI. It is the property of the FBI and is loaned to 
your agency; it and its contents are not to be distributed outside your agency. 
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The April 23, 1968 edition of the Milwaukee Journal 
carried an article entitled "U. S. Bugging at Issue 
in Tax Case Appeal.” The article in part indicated 
that the FBI’s admitted participation in the 
electronics surveillance of Milwaukee night club 
operator FRANK P. BALISTRIERI and DOMINIC H. FRINZI, 
one of his lawyers, is a key issue raised in the appeal 
of BALISTRIERI’s conviction on two Federal income tax 
charges. 

In a brief filed with the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Chicago, MAURICE J. WALSH and CARL M. 

WALSH, Chicago lawyers representing BALISTRIERI, 
contend that Federal Judge OMAR POOS of Springfield, 
Illinois, committed judicial erros in denying 
defense motions for dismissal or mistrial. 

Judge POOS denied WALSH’s motion to dismiss the 
case against BALISTRIERI on the defense claim that the 
prosecution failed to prove that its evidence was 
untainted. 

The Appellate Court was asked by the defense to set 
aside the conviction on the following grounds: the 
trial court erred in denying defense motions for 
mistrial based on the prosecutor’s "persistent 
efforts to prejudice the jury by improper questions 
to a defense witness about non-existent arrests and 
convictions of felony." The court erred in denying 
defense motion for a mistrial based on "the 
prosecutor’s misconduct in arguing matters to the 
jury that had no basis in evidence and which could 
only be inflammatory and prejudicial." 

The court erred in "failing to answer the jurors’ 
question to clarify certain instructions." 

The court erred in permitting the Government to 
call as a witness a certified public accountant 
who had been retained by BALISTRIERI to prepare 
certain corporate tax returns resulting in a 
breach of "attorney-client and accountant-client 
privilege." 
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The article further indicated the Appeals Court 
would set a hearing date, possibly next fall, 
after the Government files a reply brief and the 
defense responds to it. 

BALISTRIERI ’s Current Activities 

MI T-3 advised on March 21, 1968 that a lavish dinner 
party was held at The Scene, a night club operated by 
FRANK BALISTRIERI, on March 20, 1968. This party 
was attended by 100 to 150 people, including almost 
the entire membership of the Milwaukee LCN family. 

The cost of the dinner was taken care of by BALISTRIERI. 
During the evening collections were taken up for the 
political campaign of DOMINIC FRINZI who was running 
for the position of Milwaukee County court judge. 

The April 25, 1968 edition of the ’’Milwaukee Sentinel” 
contained an article entitled, "’Little Apalachin’ 

Meeting in City on March 20 Told." The article, in 
part, indicated that more than 20 persons known to 
police, including about a dozen convicted criminals, 
met March 20, 1968 at The Scene, 624 North 2nd Street, 
for what police were told was a political meeting. 

One law enforcement officer referred to the meeting 
as a "Little Apalachin," in reference to a meeting 
of the widely known criminals several years ago on a 
farm near Apalachin, New York. The police reportedly 
watched everyone who went in and out of the night club 
and also took license numbers of every car on a nearby 
parking lot. One of the men who was in the night club 
the night police were watching it, and works in another 
downtown Club, said, "it wasn’t a meeting, it was a 
party, St. Joseph’s Day party, that’s all I have to say." 
St. Joseph’s Day, March 19th, is a saint’s feast day 
in the Catholic Church. 

The May 3, 1968 edition of the Milwaukee Sentinel 
contained the following letter to the editor from 
JOSEPH BALISTRIERI, attorney, Milwaukee (son of 
FRANK BALISTRIERI): 
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"Of all the malignant scribbling that has ever appeared 

in your paper, the article of Apr. 25, *Little Apalachin* Meeting 

in City on March. 20 Told,’ is outstanding for its 

contrived perversion of the truth. It seems that 

Italians are the only minority ethnic group who are not 

entitled to gather without some uninformed slanderer 

drawing a completely unfounded conclusion. That affair 

you alluded to was a St. Joseph *s day party. I was 

there, by the way, along with both of my grandfathers. 

"It is about time this concentrated campaign to malign 
Italians for the simple expediency of sensationalism stops; 
but that would entail fair, honest and accurate reporting, 
something of which The Sentinel is obviously incapable." 

MI T-2 advised on April 19, 1968 that he had received 
information in the past that SALLY PAPIA was taking 
over the operation of the Red Lion Room in the 
Knickerbocker Hotel, Milwaukee. Informant indicated 
that on April 9, 1968 SALLY PAPIA held a pre-opening 
party at the Red Lion Room which was attended by 
FRANK PETER BALISTRIERI, STEVE DE SALVO, SAM CEFALU, 

PAUL BOGOSIAN, DOMINIC FRINZI, PETER FRANK BALISTRIERI 
and JIMMY JENNARO. 

MI T-3 advised on June 20, 1968 that BIAGGIO JENNARO, 
father of JIMMY JENNARO, died on June 15, 1968 and 
that FRANK BALISTRIERI was among those who attended 
both the wake and funeral. 


Business Enterprises 

On April 5, 1968 MI T-4 advised that FRANK BALISTRIERI 
is now engaged in the cigarette vending machine business 
which is being fun by CARL DENTICE, and that th ey allege dly 


purchased a cigarette machine^ vending route for

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MI T-l advised on April 23, 1968 that BALISTRIERI was 
having difficulties making his downtown night clubs 
pay off and the source believed it was BALISTRIERI’s 
business policies which have been causing the lack 
of customers in these night clubs. The bartenders 
in these clubs are under orders that they are to 
substitute a cheap grade of whiskey whenever any mixed 
drinks are ordered. The customers become aware of 
this and, as a result, seldom return to BALISTRIERI *s ; 
clubs. It is noted that in connection with the 
operation of these clubs, no one is permitted to spend 
any money for improvements or repairs unless the 
expenditures are personally o.k.’d by BALISTRIERI. 

The over-all operation of BALISTRIERI’s night clubs 
appears to be run by PETER FRANK BALISTRIERI but 
he has very little to say regarding business policies. 

Source indicated the Downtown^/janother of BALISTRIERI *s 
night clubs, is being run by RUDY PORCHETTA who is 
completely loyal to BALISTRIERI. 

MI T-3 advised on May 14, 1968 that the Ad Lib Club, 
run by BALISTRIERI, has closed its afternoon luncheon 
business and that the hoodlums who formerly had lunch 
there are now meeting at Sally’s at the Knickerbocker. 

This source also advised BALISTRIERI has hired WALTER BROCCA 
to conduct renovations to the building at 722 North Water 
Street, Milwaukee, where BALISTRIERI is going to establish 
a 3-story English pub. Source heard that the costs of 
the renovations will run between $35,000 and $50,000. 

The May 25, 1968 edition of the Milwaukee Sentinel 
contained the following article: 

’’LOCAL SALOON CORPORATIONS CITED BY IRS 

’’Federal tax liens totaling $7,590 have been filed by the 
internal revenue service against two corporations m which 
Milwaukee nightclub operator FRANK P. BALISTRIERI has a 
financial interest. 

’’The corporations are Ben Kay, Inc., which operates 
the Downtowner cocktail lounge, 340 W. WelJrS St., 
and Pub, Inc., doing business as GalagherS’s, 

829 N, 3rd St. 
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"BALISTRIERI, 49, of 3043 N. Shepard Av., is free on 
$15,000 bond pending appeal of his federal court 
conviction on charges of evading $19,231 in taxes on 
$54,320 income in 1959 and 1960. He was sentenced 
to two years in prison and fined $10,000. 

"The $3,293 lien against Ben Kay, Inc., was for employe 
withholding, excise, unemployment and corporate income 
taxes allegedly owed for various periods in 1962 and 
1963 and 1965-*67. 


"The $4,297 lien against Pub, Inc., was for employe 
withholding and corporate income taxes allegedly owed 
for various periods from 1965-’67. 

"TRS also has filed a $3,062 lien against BALISTRIERI’s 
brother, PETER, 1640 N. Jackson St. The lien is a 100% 
penalty assessed against PETER BALISTRIERI as a principal 
officer in the old Tower Tavern, Inc., 716 N. 11th St., 
for delinquency in payment of employe withholding taxes 
for 1960." 


MI T-4 advised on June 12, 1968 that FRANK BALISTRIERI 
is spending a great deal of money in the remodeling 
of the building at 722 North Water St»e6t. This remodeling 
is being handled by WALTER BROCCA who has obtained 
labo rers from the local Rescue Mission. Source indicated

Glendale, Wisconsin, was to conduct a survey and enter 
a bid for the steel work only in connection with the 
remodeling of this project. The bid for this steel 
work would amount to approximately $30,000. Source 
said that if the steel work amounted to $30,000, the 
estimated cost of the entire remodeling project would 
be approximately $150,000.

This reference set forth information regarding a gambling 
operation in Kenosha, Wis., conducted by John Rizzo, who was allegedly 
tied in with the Prank Peter Balistrieri mob in Milwaukee, Wise. . for 
the period 12/2/60 through 5 /10/6/. Rizzo operated a "craps" game and 
allegedly a horse race "booking" operation, at 2207 - 56 th and on week- 
ends Buster" Balestrere and Steve DeSalvo, who were supposed to be 
members of Balistrieri's mob, came to Kenosha to see that Balist¬ 
rieri received his "cut."

It is his understanding that HERMAN SOSNAY 
is connected with the financing, but he has no knowledge of 
the source of the funds. The general contractor for the building 
is W. B. Construction Company operated by an individual known 
to him only as "BLACKIE," The work by W. B. Construction 
Company is not quality work, and his personal records reflect 
that a number of years ago, W. B. Construction Company failed 
to make good on a $35.00 obligation owed to him. 

FRANK BALISTRIERI has indicated to him that he wants 
to open the first floor of the building by the end of September, 
and that the finished steel work should be completed by August 23, 
1968. 


On several occasions, he has observed STEVE DE SALVO 
or HERMAN SOSNAY at the construction site, and he has. had 
luncheon with FRANK BALISTRIERI at Angelo's Restaurant, which is 
located next door to The Pub. 

On July 19, 1968, FRANK BALISTRIERI invited him to 
attend a luncheon at Alioto's Restaurant, 3041 North Mayfair 
Road. When he arrived, the following individuals were present: 
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HERMAN SOSNAY 
STEVE DE SALVO 
JOE GAMINITI 
JIMMY JENNARO 


FRANK BALISTRIERI 

He was concerned about getting paid for the job he 
was doing at The Pub, and he approached FRANK BALISTRIERI, 
stating that he considered W. B. Construction Company to be 
unreliable. BALISTRIERI told him that he would personally 
guarantee payment, and that should he need $10,000 or $12,,000 
at any time to let him (FRANK) know, and the money would be 
furnished.. He has made contacts with several of his Italian 
friends, and they have all indicated that when FRANK BALISTRIERI 
gives his personal guarantee, it is good. He is endeavoring 
to obtain a written statement from BALISTRIERI, but has not 
has yet obtained it. 

On August 6, 1968, he submitted a bid of $9,522. 
for steel work on the stairway to be constructed at the east 
end of the building. The bids have not as yet been released 
on that stairway. 


|_Ifurther indicated that he initially 

received his orders to proceed with the construction from 
HERMAN SOSNAY, and that fact is the .basis for his belief that 
SOSNAY is responsible for financing. He reiterated that it is- 
his assumption that FRANK BALISTRIERI is in reality the owner 
of The Pub, and that JOSEPH BALISTRIERI's name is used only 
for the purpose of the record, 

I I Dries-Jacques Associates, 

6040 West Lisbon Avenue, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, furnished the 
following information: 

His concern developed the Structural plans for the 
building known as The Pub, situated at 720-#22 North Water Street. 
JOSEPH BALISTRIERI is the owner of the-building, and he has 
received his payments from JOSEPH. His dealings have been 
both with JOSEPH BALISTRIERI and FRANK BALISTRIERI, and the 
dealings have been strictly business. He is not acquainted 
with the BALISTRIERIs socially. 
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The general contractor is W. B. Const ruction Compan y 
owned and operated by WALTER "BIACKIE” BROCCA. | 
has been working with BROCCA at the construction site. It 
is his impression that WALTER BROCCA is extremely unreliable 
and is doing poor work on the building. 

On several occasions, he has observed STEVE DE SALVO 
arid HERMAN SOSNAY at the construction site, but he does not 
know why they have been there. He could furnish no information 
regarding the financing arrangements for the construction. 

Dries-Jacques Associates is responsible only for 
the structural work, and that work will total approximately 
$50,000 cost. He estimates that the total cost .of the building 
will be somewhere between $100,000 and $150,000, but he could not 
give an accurate estimate inasmuch as nearly any amount of money 
could be spent on the finish work and furnishings. 

He obtained the building permit from the City of 
Milwaukee and estimated that the cost of the construction would 
be approximately $23,.000, The permit is in his name, and it 
is customary for the architect-engineer to obtain the building 
permit and to be reimbursed by the owner. He indicated that 
each construction firm doing work on the building obtains its 
own building permit and is, in turn, reimbursed by the owner.

It is alleged that the 
Government's evidence was. -tainted by illegal searches, seizures,) 
and electronic eavesdropping. The Court held that the govern¬ 
ment’s evidence was not obtained ty exploitation, but was i'ndepehj 
dently obtained and sufficiently distinguishable to be purged 
of the primary taint.

Castle, Chief Judge. Defendant appeals from his con¬ 
viction on Counts II and III pf a three-count indict¬ 
ment charging him with crimes against the revenue. 
Count I charged defendant and Jennie Alioto with con¬ 
spiring to defraud the Government .by impeding the lawful 
functions of the Internal Revenue Service in the assess¬ 
ment and collection of income taxes. Counts II and III 
charged defendant with income tax evasion for the years 
1959 and 1960 by filing false and fraudulent tax returns, 
in violation of 26 U.S.C. ^7201. 

Defendant and Miss Alioto, as co-defendants, filed 
motions for relief from prejudicial joinder, to dismiss 
Count I of the indictment, for a Bill of Particulars on 
Counts II and III, and to suppress certain evidence, 
copies thereof, leads derived therefrom, and information 
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secured thereby resulting from a search and seizure of 
Miss Alioto’s apartment, conducted under an illegal 
search warrant. 1 After the Government filed a Bill of 
Particulars, defendant’s motion for a further Bill of 
Particulars was denied. The trial was then transferred 
from the Eastern District of Wisconsin to the Southern 
District of Illinois, Southern Division, for trial as to 
Balistrieri only. An amended Bill of Particulars was filed 
shortly after the trial began, reducing the alleged begin¬ 
ning and end net worth figures, and thus the increases 
in the net worth of defendant and his wife during the 
relevant period by over 50%. 

The Government’s case was presented on the “net 
worth theory” whereby income for the relevant period 
is proved by showing that the defendant’s net worth 
increased during the period. Thus, rather than having 
to prove the exact source or sources of the income, the 
defendant may be convicted of income tax evasion upon 
a showing that his net worth was unaccountably higher 
at the end than at the beginning of the tax period, and 
that the increase was not due to non-taxable sources, 
such as gifts, loans, or inheritance. In the instant ease, 
the Government sought to bolster its net worth evidence 
with evidence of the likely sources of income. 

Shortly before trial, defendant moved to suppress evi¬ 
dence obtained by electronic eavesdropping of defendant’s 
office, after defendant had discovered a hidden microphone 
installed behind his office paneling. On the date when the 
trial was scheduled to begin, the Government attorneys 
disclosed to the trial judge that the Government had 
three categories of P.B.I. reports obtained by admittedly 
illegal electronic eavesdropping. These reports concerned 
conversations overheard from devices placed in Miss 
Alioto’s apartment from October 3, 1961 through June 
8, 1962, in defendant’s office from March 9, 1964 through 

1 The search warrant obtained by the Internal Revenue Service was 
quashed in an action brought -by Miss Alioto and the owners of the 
materials seized in the search. Alioto, et al. v. United States, 216 F.Supp. 
48 (EJXWisc. 1963). It also appears that the F.B.I., subsequent to the 
above search, unlawfully searched Miss Alioto’s, apartment and photo¬ 
graphed certain documents belonging to defendant which were kept 
therein. 
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June 3, 1965, and in the office of Dominic Frinzi, one 
of defendant’s attorneys, from April 22, 1963 through 
October 2, 1963. 

A substantial amount of testimony on this matter was 
heard by the court outside the presence of the jury. 
Defendant moved to dismiss the indictment on the ground 
that it was obtained through use of the information 
acquired by means of the illegal electronic eavesdropping, 
and this motion was denied. The court also denied motions 
for acquittal and motions that the eavesdropping informa¬ 
tion was inflammatory and deprived defendant of a fair 
grand jury. The court did, however, compel election 
by the Government to proceed on Counts II and III, 
and not on Count I, apparently in recognition of tainted 
evidence used in the first count. 

Upon a verdict of guilty on Counts II and III, defen¬ 
dant was sentenced to two years imprisonment and fined 
$5000 on each count, the prison terms to run concurrently. 

On appeal, defendant attacks the adequacy of the 
Government’s evidence in meeting its burden of proving 
that the trial evidence was free from taint, the sufficiency 
of the evidence used to prove the “net worth theory” 
of tax evasion, the trial court’s denial of defendant’s 
motion for mistrial based upon the prosecutor’s improper 
cross-examination of a witness, the trial court’s refusal 
to answer the request of the jury for clarification of 
instructions, alleged improper arguments to the jury by 
the prosecutor, and an alleged breach of the attorney- 
client and accountant-client privilege. | 

I 

The main contested issue concerns the Government’s 
proof that its evidence was free from taint of the illegal 
searches and seizures and electronic eavesdropping. 

During 1961, in the initial stages of the Internal 
Revenue Service investigation of defendant, the I.R.S. 
had, through the Postal Inspector in Milwaukee, requested 
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that “mail covers” 2 be conducted on defendant’s address 
and on various corporations which the I.R.S. believed 
were connected with defendant. Among these were the 
Downtowner (a tavern) and Gallagher’s Steak House 
(a restaurant). On July 7, 1961, the I.R.S. received a 
mail cover report which disclosed that a first class letter 
addressed to Midwest Scrap Metal Company at the ad¬ 
dress of the Downtowner was delivered. The return 
address—Post Office Box 1205—was later determined to 
be the First Wisconsin National Bank of Milwaukee. 
On August 7, 1961, another mail cover report showed 
that a letter from Altex Corporation, a scrap metal 
dealer, was sent to Gallagher’s Steak House. Lead cards 
were made and filed for each of these leads. 

Contrary to the findings made by the district court 
at the close of the testimony regarding the alleged tainted 
evidence,, defendant contends that the evidence relating 
to Midwest Scrap Metal Company, upon which the 
Government relied as establishing a source of unreported 
income, was discovered only as the result of information 
extracted from the records illegally seized in Miss 
Alioto’s apartment and as the result of the subsequent 
search by the F.B.I., and not by the independent leads 
obtained by the exploitation of the information extracted 
from the mail covers and lead cards by the I.B.S. On all 
issues regarding the alleged tainted evidence, the Govern¬ 
ment conceded that it had the burden of proving that 
its evidence was free from taint. 3 

With respect to the Midwest Scrap Metal Company 
evidence, the Government sought to meet this burden 
by demonstrating that the lead was discovered indepen¬ 
dently of and prior to the searches, as the result of the 
mail covers conducted in the summer of 1961. In following 
up the mail cover leads, the Government contends that 

2 A “mail cover” is conducted by furnishing the Government with 
the information appearing on the face of the envelope addressed to the 
particular address: i.e., addressee, postmark, name and address of sender 
(if it appears), and class of mail. The actual mail is delivered to the 
addressee and only the letter-carrier’s notation reaches the Government 
agency which requests the mail cover. 

3 See United States v. Wade, 388 U.S. 218, 240 (1967); Murphy v. 
Waterfront Commission, 378 U.S. 52, 79 (1964); United States v. Covlon, 
185 F.2d 629, 636 (2d Cir. 1950), cert. den. 342 U.S. 920. 
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it was led to the Altex Corporation. From the records 
of Altex followed other leads and evidence regarding 
Midwest and its connection with defendant. We find 
that the district court did not err in holding that the 
Midwest leads were obtained independently of the 
searches. The two lead cards disclosed that the address 
of Midwest, a dealer in scrap metal, was the same as the 
address of a business in which defendant was known 
to have an interest (the Downtowner), and that Altex, 
a seller of scrap metal, sent a letter to another business 
in which defendant had an interest (Gallagher’s). It is 
reasonable to conclude that these two leads were logically 
tied together by the revenue agents, before the searches 
took place, to link Altex with Midwest and thus provide 
an important step in the investigation. Therefore, 
although the evidence obtained in the illegal searches 
would have led to the same link between Altex and 
Midwest which in turn led to the other evidence, some 
of which was admitted into evidence at trial, the initial 
lead was obtained independently of and prior to the 
search. 

In Silverthorne Lumber Co. v. United States, 251 U.S. 
385, 392 (1920), Mr. Justice Holmes, speaking for the 
Court, stated the policy behind the Fourth Amendment: 

“The essence of a provision forbidding the acquisition 
of evidence in a certain way is that not merely 
evidence so acquired shall not be used before the 
court but that it shall not be used at all. Of course 
this does not mean that the facts thus obtained 
become sacred and inaccessible. If knowledge of them 
is gained from an independent source they may be 
proved like any others, but the knowledge gained 
by the Government’s own wrong cannot be used by 
it_” 251 U.S. at 372. 

In Wong Sun v. United States, 371 U.S. 471, 487-488 
(1963), the Supreme Court cogently held: 

“We need not hold that all evidence is ‘fruit of the 
poisonous tree’ simply because it would not have 
come to light but for the illegal actions of the police. 
Rather, the more apt question in such a case is 
‘whether, granting establishment of the primary 
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illegality, the evidence to which instant objection is 
made has been come at by exploitation of that 
illegality or instead by means sufficiently distinguish¬ 
able to be purged of the primary taint.’ Maguire, 
Evidence of Guilt, 221 (1959).” 

We hold that the evidence relating to Midwest was 
not “come at by exploitation” of the information obtained 
in the illegal searches and seizures, but “by means suf¬ 
ficiently distinguishable to be purged of the primary 
taint.” 

We reach the same conclusion regarding the evidence 
allegedly obtained by the illegal electronic eavesdropping. 
The Government met its burden in proving that its 
evidence was free from this taint- by disclosing to the 
court and the defendant all information in the Govern¬ 
ment’s possession, including summaries of the tapes 
which had been erased in the ordinary course of re-use, 4 
undestroyed tapes, and by making available the agents 
who participated in the eavesdropping. The district court 
ordered suppressed all the information obtained as the 
result of the electronic surveillances and the searches 
and seizures and all leads developed therefrom. Defen¬ 
dant contends, however, that the Government failed to 
meet its burden since it had destroyed the best evidence 
of what had been heard through erasure of the recordings 
on some of the tapes by their re-use. However, the 
Government tendered proof to the district court showing 
independent sources for the leads to each of the items 
of evidence introduced at trial. The trial judge displayed 
a high degree of prudence and deliberation in hearing 
extensive testimony from each side before concluding 
that the evidence offered by the Government was free 
from taint. We agree with his conclusion. 

Mr. Justice Frankfurter, speaking for the Supreme 
Court in Nardone v. United States, 308 U.S. 338 (1939), 
stated the guidelines to be used by federal courts in 
determining issues of tainted evidence. After stating the 
quotation from Silverthorne, cited above by us, he said: 

4 The recent Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, 
18 U.S.C. $2518, which requires all recordings made pursuant to it to be 
kept for ten years, has no application to the instant case in which the 
investigation took place prior to its passage. 
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“In practice this generalized statement may conceal 
concrete complexities. Sophisticated argument may 
prove a causal connection between information ob¬ 
tained through illicit wire-tapping and the Govern¬ 
ment’s proof. As a matter of good sense, however, 
such connection may have become so attenuated as 
to dissipate the taint.” 308 U.S. at 341. 

Therefore, although some causal connection could, by 
sophisticated argument, be shown between the electronic 
eavesdropping and the Government’s proof, we find that 
“such connection has become so attenuated” in the instant 
case as to dissipate the taint. The trial judge gave defen¬ 
dant the opportunity to show that a substantial portion 
of the ease against him was the fruit of the poisonous 
tree, and we conclude that the decision of the district 
court that the Government met its burden of proving 
its evidence free from taint is supported by substantial 
evidence and not erroneous. 

Judge Learned Hand’s comment in United States v. 
Nardone, 127 F.2d 521, 523 (1942) cert. den. 316 U.S. 
698, is particularly appropriate to the issues discussed 
above: 

The question therefore comes down to this: whether 
a prosecution must show, not only that it has not 
used any information illicitly obtained, either as evi¬ 
dence, or as the means of procuring evidence; but that 
the information has not itself spurred the authorities 
to press an investigation which they might otherwise 
have dropped. We do not belieye that the Supreme 
Court meant to involve the prosecution of crime 
in such a tenebrous and uncertain inquiry, or to 
make such a fetich of the statute [47 TJ.S.C. ^605] 
as so extreme an application of it would demand. 
On the last appeal the court made it abundantly 
clear that it did not contemplate a chase after will- 
O’-wisps. ‘Tenuous claims’ are not ‘sufficient to justify 
the trial court’s indulgence of inquiry into the 
legitimacy of evidence.’ The ‘claims * * * must satisfy 
the trial court with their solidity.’ We are not ‘to 
subordinate the need for rigorous administration of 
justice to undue solicitude for potential and, it is to 
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be hoped, abnormal disobedience of the law.’ [308 
U.S. 338, 60 S. Ct. 269, 84 L. Ed. 307.] Such ex¬ 
pressions indicate no disposition towards the refine¬ 
ments inevitable in deciding how far the illicit in¬ 
formation may have encouraged and sustained the 
pursuit. We hold that, having proved to the satis¬ 
faction of the trial judge that the [electronic sur¬ 
veillance and searches and seizures] did not, directly 
or indirectly, lead to the discovery of any of the 
evidence used upon the trial, . . ., the prosecution 
had purged itself of its unlawful conduct. 

Defendant’s contention that the eavesdropping evidence 
used to obtain Count I of the indictment was prejudicial 
as to him affords no basis for reversal since he was 
never prosecuted on the first count. An illegal search and 
seizure “does not serve to immunize” the defendant from 
prosecution. United States v. Ruffin, 389 F.2d 76, 79 
(7th Cir. 1968); United States v. Hoffman, 385 F.2d 501, 
503-504 (7th Cir. 1967). 

Defendant further contends that the eavesdropping 
conducted on the law office of Mr. Frinzi constituted 
an intentional interference by the Government with de¬ 
fendant’s Sixth Amendment right to counsel. As with 
the other electronic eavesdropping, the Government 
proved its evidence was free from any taint as the result 
of this illegal surveillance. Defendant’s Sixth Amendment 
claim is no more than .speculation. We find nothing in 
the record supporting the allegation that the purpose 
of conducting the surveillance was to interfere with 
defendant’s right to counsel, nor does it appear that 
such right was infringed as the result of the Govern¬ 
ment’s conduct. 

Defendant also contends that the overhearing of his 
telephone conversation with Mr. Walsh, who represented 
the defendant both below and on appeal, was a purposeful 
denial of his right to counsel. Again, there appears in 
the record no indication that the Government obtained 
any evidence from the overhearing of this call, or that 
it interfered with defendant’s right to counsel. 

Defendant relies heavily on O’Brien v. United States, 
386 U.S. 345 (1967), in his Sixth Amendment claims. 
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That case is quite distinguishable, however, in that, unlike 
the instant case, the eavesdropping was not disclosed 
until after the defendant’s conviction. It was this fact 
which required reversal, since the undisclosed intrusion 
on the attorney-client relationship deprived defendant 
of his right to an adversary proceeding. 

Defendant argues that, even though we hold that the 
above violations were sufficiently divorced from the evi¬ 
dence presented at trial to free them of taint, we should 
reverse in the exercise of our supervisory power “because 
the indictment was procured by use of inflammatory and 
grossly illegal evidence.” The argument is based on the 
allegation that so many violations occurred in the investi¬ 
gation that the only remedy is reversal. Such is not the 
law. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court have consistently 
held that the remedy for illegally obtained evidence is 
suppression of such evidence and all leads derived there¬ 
from. 5 This remedy was fully accorded to defendant by 
the district court, and we find no authority for the propo¬ 
sition that the defendant is further entitled to reversal, 
after the illegally obtained evidence was suppressed and 
the jury returned a verdict of conviction upon the other 
evidence which had been properly admitted. 

II 

The next general contention by defendant is that the 
evidence used to prove the net worth theory of tax 
evasion was legally insufficient, and therefore that his 
motions for acquittal at the close of the Government’s 
case and at the close of all the evidence should have 
been granted. Defendant cites Holland v. United States, 
348 U.S. 121 (1954), as the leading case on the “net 
worth method.” That case held that this method of proving 
income tax deficiency “is so fraught with danger for 
the innocent, that the courts must closely scrutinize its 
use.” 348 U.S. at 125. The Court went on to say: 


c E.g. } Hoff a v. United States, 387 U.S. 231 (1967); United States v. 
Wade, 388 U.S. 218 (1967); Gilbert v. California, 388 U.S. 263 (1967); 
Hoff a v. United States, 385 U.S*. 293 (1966); Silverthorne Lumber Com¬ 
pany v. United States, 251 U.S. 385 (1920). 
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“While we cannot say that these pitfalls inherent 
in the net worth method foreclose its use, they do 
require the exercise of great care and restraint. 
The complexity of the problem is such that it cannot 
be met merely by the application of general rules. 
Cf. Universal Camera Corp. v. Labor Board, 340 
U.S. 474, 489. Trial courts should approach these 
cases in the full realization that the taxpayer may 
be ensnared in a system which, though difficult for 
the prosecution to utilize, is equally hard for the 
defendant to refute. Charges should be especially 
clear, including, in addition to the formal instructions, 
a summary of the nature of the net worth method, 
the assumptions on which it rests, and the inferences 
available both for and against the accused. Appellate 
courts should review the cases, bearing constantly 
in mind the difficulties that arise when circumstantial 
evidence as to guilt is the chief weapon of a method 
that is itself only an approximation.” 348 U.S. at 
129. Cf. United States v. Tolbert, 367 F.2d 778 (7th 
Cir. 1966). 

With these words of the Supreme Court fully in mind, 
we nevertheless find no error below which would justify 
reversal. In dealing with this general contention, we find 
that careful scrutiny leads us to the conclusion that the 
Government established a prima facie ease against defen¬ 
dant, and that defendant’s five-pronged attack on the 
Government’s case is without merit. 

(1) Defendant first contends that the Government 
failed to show a solid, net worth starting point. However, 
the starting point in defendant’s net worth, as used by 
the Government and placed before the jury for its 
decision, was based upon a net worth statement which 
was signed by defendant and his wife and submitted 
to the Wisconsin Department of Taxation in 1954. This 
statement included cash on hand as of December 31, 
1953, in the amount of $1000. The propriety of including 
this figure in the net worth starting point was upheld 
by this Court in United States v. Mackey, 345 F.2d 499, 
506 (7th Cir. 1965), cert. den. 382 U.S. 824, where the 
Government’s ease did not have the advantage of a 
signed statement concerning the defendant’s cash on hand. 
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Added to the amount claimed by the statement were 
certain visible assets belonging to defendant which had 
been disclosed by the Government’s investigation, and 
which were not included in the statement. 6 After arriving 
at a net worth of $73,780.62 as of December 3l, 1953, 
the Government traced defendant’s net worth at the end 
of each year, through the prosecution years of 1959 and 
1960, proving that defendant’s reported income could 
not account for any increases in cash on hand significantly 
larger than the $1000 for which he was given credit. 
Certain accrued liabilities were properly eliminated in 
the Government’s computations since defendant reported 
income on the cash basis. Thus, as the Government 
points out in its brief (at p. 33), “the gap between the 
starting point and the beginning of the first prosecution 
year, 1959, was bridged by carefully reconstructing 
appellant’s net worth as of the end of each intervening 
year, adding non-deductible expenditures, and demonstrat¬ 
ing that no additional cash on hand could have been 
accumulated from income reported in the intervening 
years.” 

(2) Defendant further argues that the Government 
failed to account for borrowings in arriving at its net 
worth figures. After carefully scrutinizing the record, 
however, we find that the loans were taken into account 
as liabilities and that defendant was given proper credit 
for them. 

(3) Defendant also attacks the propriety of including 
in his net worth as of December 31, 1959, $10,000 of 
cash on hand which had been deposited in the Marshall 
and Ilsley Bank in the name of Joseph Balistrieri or 
Frank Balistrieri, the defendant, on January 25, 1960. 
Joseph is defendant’s son, who was a 19 year old minor 
and was claimed as a dependent by defendant, at the 
time the joint account was opened. The jury had ample 
grounds to believe that this money was in fact the defen¬ 
dant’s, since the Government proved that defendant con¬ 
trolled the account and withdrew a substantial amount 


6 The largest item in this category included the stock of Tower 
Tavern, Inc., amounting to $31,062.67, which defendant claimed was 
bought in large part through a loan from his mother. 
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from it on March 23, 1961. We therefore find that the 
evidence was sufficient to support such a conclusion. 

(4) As a final attack on the denial of the motion 
for acquittal at the close of the Government’s evidence, 
defendant contends that the prosecution failed to prove 
that the increases in net worth arose from taxable 
sources. However, the Government fulfilled its burden 
under the net worth method by: (a) giving defendant 
credit for all loans and for the proceeds of a life insur¬ 
ance policy received in 1958; (b) proving that the in¬ 
creases did not arise from gifts or inheritance; and 
proving three “likely” sources of taxable income—Hotel 
Roosevelt, Inc., Ben-Kay, Inc., 7 and Midwest Scrap Metal 
Company. In Holland v. United States, 348 U.S. 121, 138 
(1954), the Court held that “[increases in net worth, 
standing alone, cannot be assumed to be attributable to 
current taxable income. But proof of a likely source, 
from which the jury could reasonably find that the net 
worth increases sprang, is sufficient.” Cf. United States v. 
Mackey, 345 F.2d 499, 507 (7th Cir. 1965). The record, 
therefore, clearly indicates that the evidence presented 
to the jury was sufficient to support its verdict. 

(5) Defendant contends that the evidence produced 
by the defense conclusively rebutted the Government’s 
ease and required the granting of the motion for acquittal 
at the close of all the evidence. However, defendant’s 
evidence consisted of testimony which the jury was jus¬ 
tified in disbelieving as the result of their view of the 
demeanor of the witnesses and the cross-examination. 
Surely we can neither place ourselves in the unique 
position of the jury nor can we hold that they were 
compelled to beheve the testimony of the defense wit¬ 
nesses they viewed, especially when much of the testimony 
conflicted with the evidence properly introduced by the 
Government. 

For the foregoing reasons, we hold that both motions 
for acquittal were properly denied. 


7 There was evidence that defendant operated and served as president 
of these two companies. 
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Defendant contends that the trial court’s denial of his 
motion for mistrial based upon the prosecutor’s improper 
cross-examination of defense witness Klein constitutes 
reversible error. The Government agrees that the two 
questions complained of constituted improper cross- 
examination, but contends that it was not prejudicial. 
Our review of the facts present in the instant case leads 
us to the same conclusion, that the error here was not 
prejudicial and does not call for reversal. First, the 
objections made by defense counsel were sustained and 
the jury was explicitly instructed to disregard the 
questions. 

Moreover, the fact that witness Klein’s testimony con¬ 
cerned only one of the indictment years and involved 
only a relatively small amount further demonstrates the 
lack of prejudicial effect of the improper cross-exami¬ 
nation. It does not follow, as contended by the defendant, 
that improper impeachment of the first defense witness 
destroys the testimony of later witnesses called by the 
defense. To so hold, in view of the trial court’s sustaining 
defendant’s objections and the immediate instruction to 
disregard the improper questions, would involve an un¬ 
warranted assumption denying to the jury any degree 
of intelligence or discretion. Consequently, we do not 
view the denial of the motions for mistrial as erroneous. 

IV 

Defendant contends that the trial court committed error 
in overruling his objection and denying his motion for 
mistrial, based on the prosecutor’s statement, in his 
summation to the jury, that there were possible sources 
of income other than Midwest Scrap Metal Company, 
and his naming a number of such possible sources with 
which defendant was connected. Defendant seems to 
ignore the fact that this statement by the prosecutor 
was made in reply to defense counsel’s statement in his 
summation that Midwest was the only proven source 
and that that source was not nearly large enough to 
account for the unreported income shown by the Govern¬ 
ment’s proof. Moreover, in a net worth case the Govern- 
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ment need not prove a specific source of income to 
account for the increases in net worth, but need only 
show some “likely” source. Holland v. United ■States, 
343 TJ.S. 121, 138 (1954); Armstrong v. United States, 
327 F.2d 189, 194 (9th Cir. 1964); United States v. 
Mackey, 345 F.2d 499, 506-507 (7th Cir. 1965). Defen¬ 
dant’s connection with the companies mentioned having 
been shown, the prosecution was allowed _ to argue the 
possibility of these companies as a possible source of 
income. 

V 

Defendant further contends that the trial court com¬ 
mitted error when it sent the jury back for further 
deliberations after the jury expressed some confusion 
regarding the instructions. We hold that no error was 
committed. When the jurors failed to make clear their 
problem, the trial judge advised them that if they had 
a problem they could submit it to the court in writing. 
Neither counsel objected, and defense counsel initiated 
the suggestion regarding the written inquiry. The jury 
then retired and later returned a verdict of guilty. To 
hold that these events compel reversal in this case would 
be entertaining the vaguest of speculations as to what 
was in the minds of the jurors. Bather than engage in 
such speculation himself, the judge refused to put words 
into the jurors’ mouths and instead, upon suggestion 
of defense counsel, asked them to submit any problems 
they had in writing. Shell conduct was correct and does 
not constitute error. 


VI 

Defendant’s last contention posits a violation of the 
attorney-client and accountant-client privilege in the trial 
court’s allowing defendant’s accountant to testify for the 
Government over defendant’s objection. This contention 
is without merit for three reasons: (a) the accountant 
was not an attorney at law and thus no attorney-client 
privilege is involved; (b) the Illinois statute creating 
an accountant-client privilege—Chap. 110%, ^51, Ill. Bev. 
Stat.—may be invoked only by the accountant, not the 
client. Dorfman v. Bombs, 218 F.Supp. 905, 907 (N.D.I11. 
1963); and (c) in a federal criminal tax prosecution, 
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federal law applies, Colton v. United States, 306 F.2d 
633, 636 (2d Cir. 1962), cert. den. 347 U.S. 960, and there 
is no accountant-client privilege in the federal system. 
Petition of Borden Co., 75 F.Supp. 857, 859-860 (N.D. 
Ill. 1948); United States v. Culver, 224 F.Supp. 419, 434 
(D.Md. 1963) and cases cited. Palmer v. Fisher, 228 
F.2d 603 (7th Cir. 1955), cited by defendant, was a 
diversity case in which the Government was not a party, 
and is therefore inapplicable. 


For the foregoing reasons, the judgment of conviction 
is affirmed.

An appeal was 
taken and denied in the Circuit Court of Appeals which upheld 
the conviction. In advance of the trial of Balistrieri in the 
income tax matter, we advised the Department by letter of 
September 29, 1966, that the Bureau had maintained electronic 
surveillance coverage on Balistrieri between March, 1964, and / 
June, 1965, in connection with our antiracketeering investigatioiy^* 
of the subject. We also pointed out that the information derive d!^ , 
from this coverage had not been disseminated by us to the Internal 
Revenue Service. On September 30, 1966, the Department requested 
information and records regarding the installation and location 
of electron ic surveillance devices install ed to monitor Frank Peter 
Balistrieri l l and other persons b

prises in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

By letter of October 10, 1966, we responded to this

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STATUS OF BALISTRIER!’S INCOME TAX CONVICTION 


The February 12, 1969, edition of the ’’Milwaukee 
Journal,” an evening newspaper, contained an article indicat¬ 
ing FRANK BALISTRIERI had added EDWARD BENNETT WILLIAMS _t_o the 
legal staff to prepare a request for the U. S. Supreme Court 
to review BALISTRIERI f s past income tax evasion conviction. 

On February 19, 1969, BALISTRIERI’s attorneys filed 
a petition for a writ of certiorari with the U. S. Supreme 
Court citing the following questions: 

”l(a). Whether, in the light of United States v. 

Wade, 388 U. S. 218 (1967), the government, to 
sustain its burden of demonstrating that its case 
against the accused is not the fruit of its admittedly 
illegal investigative activities, must be held to 
a standard higher than merely ’substantial evidence. ’ 

”(b)» Whether evidence obtained by lawful methods, 
after its existence has been learned by unlawful 
methods, is tainted. 

”2(a). Whether, where the government has admitted 
investigating the accused by methods violating the 
law and his constitutional rights, there may law¬ 
fully be placed on the accused any burden of demon¬ 
strating that the evidence to be used against him 
was the fruit of the government’s illegalities. 

”(b). Whether, to sustain its burden of demonstrat¬ 
ing that its evidence is not tainted by admittedly 
illegal FBI bugging of the accused, his bookkeeper 
and his attorney, the government must disclose all 
FBI reports and memoranda containing information 
about the accused, especially when the FBI has 
destroyed the recordings of the bugged conversa¬ 
tions and, in large part, has either destroyed or 
not kept the customary ’logs’ of its buggings.

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”3. Whether, where the government admits that the 
FBI maintained an illegal bug for almost six months 
in the office of the attorney who was representing 
the accused in the administrative stages at his 
tax case and later became one of accused’s 
attorneys of record in his prosecution for tax 
evasion, the prosecution should be dismissed. 

”4. Whether, in a prosecution for income tax 
evasion, based on the net worth theory, the 
government may use as the ’likely source’ of the 
allegedly unreported income those corporations 
which the taxpayer disclosed on his return as the 
source of his reported income, without proof that 
those coi-porations were capable of producing and 
the taxpayer was capable of obtaining from them the 
additional income. 

"5. Whether, when the prosecutor attempts to im- 
peacfe) an important defense witness, as to whom he 
has no knowledge of any criminal record, by asking, 
first, whether the witness had ever been arrested 
and, then, whether he had ever been convicted of a 
felony, the accused is entitled to grant of a 
mistrial notwithstanding the court’s instruction 
to the jury to disregard the questions.”

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MI T-4 advised on March 13, 1969, that recent 
newspaper publicity has shown BALISTRIERI to be the boss of 
the Milwaukee La Cosa Nostra (LCN) family leaving no doubts 
in the minds of the readers that a LCN family does, in fact, 
exist in Milwaukee. 


According to this source, members of the Milwaukee 
LCN family feel that BALISTRIERI brought this publicity on 
himself by his own actions due to the fact he cannot keep his 
mouth shut and his bragging seems to inflate his own ego, 
thus making himself feel important. The source was of the 
opinion the publicity made BALISTRIERI appear to be a "big 
man” and could possibly help him in making future business 
deals. This same publicity also hurt BALISTRIERI as some of 
the articles in the newspapers indicated the LCN family in 
Milwaukee does not function to the extent of LCN families in 
other parts of the country due to the inability of BALISTRIERI 

to maintain tight control over the members of the family, _ 

which has served to deflate BALISTRIERI*s ego.I
